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THE  REINTEGRATED  LIFE 

It  has  been  widely  said  that  the  present  gen- 
eration lacks  conviction  about  the  reason  and 
purpose  of  life.  If  so,  the  cause  is  not  hard  to 
find.  Ever  since  men  were  men,  thirty  thousand 
years  that  we  know  of,  and  probably  much  longer, 
the  older  generation  has  handed  down  to  th<~ 
younger  a family  and  tribal  store  of  mystical 
knowledge  which  explained  the  origin,  purpose 
and  goals  of  life,  in  the  more  primitive  stages 
consisting,  in  part,  of  magical  techniques  for 
compelling  the  desired  result.  As  man’s  intel- 
lectual capacity  developed,  more  of  the  goals  of 
life  were  revealed  to  him,  and  the  great  religions 
came  into  existence.  Those  of  us  with  a Western 
heritage,  no  matter  what  our  religion,  or  lack  of 
it,  have  had  our  thought  patterns  and  personali- 
ties moulded  by  the  Judeo-Christian  concept  of 
the  meaning  and  purpose  of  life. 

All  the  basic  spiritual  truths  were  revealed 
to  man  long  ago;  the  continuing  problem  is  the 
application  of  these  truths  to  daily  conduct. 
This  requires  the  integration  of  the  facts  of  the 
contemporary  world,  as  experienced  by  living 
people,  with  revealed  spiritual  truths  which 
come  down  to  us  in  the  thought  forms  of  ances- 
tors who  had  a different  experience  of  life.  It 
gives  rise  to  the  creative  tension  which  has 
always  existed  between  the  priestly  function, 
which  tries  to  maintain  the  “Faith  of  the  Fath- 
ers” uncontaminated,  and  the  prophetic  function, 
which  uses  the  vision  of  the  seer  to  apply  the 
ancient  revealed  truths  to  the  present  facts  of 
life.  Such  creative  tension  worked  well  through- 
out history,  despite  human  greed,  selfishness 
and  expediency,  until  the  last  hundred  years. 

During  the  early  eighteen  hundreds,  the  im- 
plications of  many  previous  advances  in  human 
thought  and  discovery  began  to  reach  the  public, 
culminating  in  the  publication  of  the  works  of 
Darwin  and  Wallace  on  evolution.  Since  that 
time,  man’s  concept  of  the  universe  has  enlarged 
and  developed  at  an  unprecedented  rate.  Spiri- 
tual vision  during  this  period  has  not  been  vital 
enough  to  move  priestly  conservatism,  and  as  a 
result,  rapidly  growing  scientific  knowledge  of 
natural  laws,  lacking  integrated  concepts  of 
purpose,  reason  and  goal,  have  given  a one-sided 
impression  of  a mechanical  universe,  come  into 


being  by  accident,  and  running  by  mechanical 
cause  and  effect. 

Meanwhile,  the  philosophy  of  Rousseau, 
extolling  the  supposed  virtues  of  natural  man, 
gave  a direct  and  pleasantly  naughty  contradic- 
tion to  religious  concepts  of  reason  and  purpose 
as"  they  affect  human  behavior.  Karl  Marx  found- 
ed his  economic  theories  on  this  philosophical 
concept,  and  Freud  founded  his  psychological 
theories  on  the  same  concept.  Both  these  men 
influence  our  thinking  today,  and  strong  over- 
tones of  Rousseau  reach  us  through  much  of 
modern  educational  theory  as  well.  Meanwhile 
parents  teach  their  children  Christian  concepts, 
at  least  on  Sunday. 

Thus  our  young  people,  instead  of  being 
given  an  integrated  education  incorporating  the 
material  and  spiritual  experiences  of  their  an- 
cestors, as  most  previous  generations  have  had, 
and  as  many  non-Western  peoples  still  have,  get 
a most  incompatible  mixture  of  science  and 
Rousseau  six  days  a week  and  perhaps  some 
Christian  precept  on  the  seventh  which  dis- 
agrees with  both  the  former.  It  is  difficult  for 
this  disorganized  mass  of  untidy  thinking  to  give 
rise  to  the  conviction  of  reason  and  continuity 
which  is  necessary  for  purposeful  living,  and  it 
is  not  remarkable  that  it  sometimes  results  in 
the  erratic,  disorganized  behavior  which  we  call 
delinquent. 

It  is  obvious  that  many  people  have  solved 
this  problem,  and  have  been  able  to  assist  their 
children  to  integrated  and  wholly  satisfactory 
concepts  of  life,  and  a number  of  outstanding 
writers  have  dealt  with  the  problem  from  their 
own  rich  backgrounds.  Of  these,  I would  like  to 
mention  in  chronological  order:  Henri  Bergson, 
Creative  Evolution  (1905),  the  common  ground  of 
all  the  others,  which  sees  reality  as  continuous- 
ly moving  in  time  and  space;  C.  L.  Morgan, 
Emergent  Evolution  (1921),  religion  approached 
from  biology;  Howard  Brinton,  Creative  Worship 
(1931),  religion  approached  from  his  varied 
background  which  started  with  physics;  Tielhard 
de  Chardin,  The  Phenomenon  of  Man  (1930  but 
first  published  in  1955),  a most  unusually  broad 
scientific  knowledge  integrated  with  religion,  a 
work  of  tremendous  scope,  but  hard  to  read;  and 
lastly  Edward  W.  Sinnott,  The  Biology  of  the 
Spirit  (1961),  which  boldly  takes  the  under- 
standing of  biology  clear  up  through  the  physio- 
logical and  the  psychological  to  the  spirit  of 
man. 
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It  appears  to  me  that  the  first  duty  confront- 
ing the  present  generation  is  a courageous 
mental  housecleaning  in  preparation  for  a sin- 
cere integration  of  concepts,  so  far  as  that  is 
possible,  and  a frank  admission  of  lack  of  know- 
ledge coupled  with  willingness  to  explore  pos- 
sibilities wherever  apparent  truths  seem  incom- 
patible. Then  a new  generation  might  have  the 
chance  to  reglimpse  the  vision  of  an  integrated 
world  in  which  it  is  recognized  that  all  truth  is 
one,  any  apparent  contradictions  being  recog- 
nized as  lack  of  knowledge,  a world  in  which  an 
individual  can  meet  science  as  the  exciting 
discovery  of  God’s  laws  in  the  material  world, 
as  moral  precepts  are  His  laws  in  the  world  of 
consciousness.  Evolution  will  then  be  seen  to 
be  proof  of  a process  of  progressive  development 
in  the  material  and  biological  world  comparable 
^to  the  psychic  development  which  the  individual 
experiences  in  himself,  and  the  spiritual  devel- 
opment described  in  revealed  religion.  In  this 
way  the  individual  meets  in  the  world  of  material 
experience  the  Creative  Force,  originator  of  all 
natural  law,  physical  and  spiritual,  which,  in 
relation  to  all  of  creation  including  the  human 
personality,  is  Love;  the  same  that  entered 
human  life  and  history  as  Jesus  Christ;  and  the 
same  that  can  be  experienced  in  joy,  in  artistic 
creation,  and  especially  in  the  silence  of  wor- 
ship. It  is  a Presence  with  which  we  can  estab- 
lish a truly  “transforming  friendship,”  and 
which  never  needs  to  be  explained  away.

Santa  Cruz  Meeting 
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NORTHWEST  QUARTERLY  SEMINAR 
FOR  MEETING  WORKERS 

The  following  is  an  account  of  a seminar  for  Meeting 
workers  held  in  Seattle  last  January  by  Pacific  Northwest 
Quarterly  Meeting.  Twenty-nine  Friends  from  seven  Monthly 
Meetings  attended.  Members  of  the  planning  committee  were: 
Beatrice  Crouse,  Chairman;  Ruth  Affolter  ( E astside);  Ben 
Darling,  Don  Dodd,  Ruth  Schmoe  and  Barbara  Yam  all  (Uni- 
versity); Clara  and  Stanley  Shaw  and  Howard  Scott  (Tacoma). 

College  Park  Quarterly  held  a similar  conference  in 
February,  a report  on  which  will  appear  in  the  next  issue 
of  the  BULLETIN. 

“Madge  Seaver’ s serenity  of  spirit  and  know- 
how in  practical  matters  set  the  tone  for  the 
Seminar,”  was  a portion  of  Chuck  Ludwig’s 
evaluation  of  the  first  Seminar  for  Meeting  Work- 
ers held  at  University  Meeting  House,  January 
22-24.  Bob  Boyd,  who  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Seminar  discussions,  commented  that:  “Two 

things  remain  strong  in  my  mind  as  I think  back 
over  our  sessions  — one  was  the  enveloping 
warmth  of  love  that  hovered  over  us;  the  other 
was  the  desire  on  the  part  of  those  present  to 
find  better  ways  of  communicating  our  deepest 
thoughts  and  aspirations.” 

“As  we  became  better  acquainted  with  one 
another  and  as  we  took  part  in  the  group’s 
search  for  guidance  for  the  work  of  our  Meetings, 
we  sensed  something  of  the  deep  devotion  and 
love  each  one  had  for  his  own  Meeting  — for  the 
people  of  his  Meeting.  This  struck  me  forcefully 
and  stays  with  me,”  were  the  reflections  of 
Beatrice  Crouse,  serving  as  chairman  of  the 
planning  committee. 

Following  the  suggestion  made  at  last  Yearly 
Meeting,  Northwest  Quarterly  gathered  together 
members  of  Ministry  and  Counsel  from  the  vari- 
ous Meetings  for  an  introduction  to  and  exami- 
nation of  the  conduct  of  committees  responsible 
worship  and  oversight.  Madge  Seaver,  guest 
speaker,  served  as  prime  mover  with  more  struc- 
tured comment  on  Friday  evening,  Saturday 
morning,  and  Saturday  afternoon.  Two  discussion 
groups  were  formed  under  the  leadership  of 
Chuck  Ludwig  and  Bob  Boyd.  These  groups 
continued  with  thoughts  introduced  by  Madge, 
first  about  worship,  on  Saturday  morning,  then 
oversight,  on  Saturday  afternoon. 

Hugh  Campbell-Brown  pointed  out  that  “our 
group  seemed  to  be  so  stimulated  by  the  inspi- 
rational that  we  did  not  deal  with  specific  prac- 
tical problems  very  much.”  This  was  in  reference 
to  more  specific  treatment  of  certain  problem 
areas,  which  may  be  a major  shortcoming  of 
week-end  sessions.  However,  Etta  Marie  James 
said:  “I  felt  that  Friday  evening’s  session 

would  be  all  the  time  I could  spare  from  my 
studies  as  a graduate  student  at  the  University. 
But  this  meeting  dropped  immediately  into  an 
exploration  of  the  foundations  of  our  beliefs  and 
their  expression  in  our  membership.  Under 


skilled  leadership  and  among  Friends  whose 
sincerity  was  tangible,  my  beliefs,  churned  by 
stimulating  and  sometimes  disturbing  thoughts 
from  my  classes,  began  to  reassemble  in  a new 
and  stronger  pattern.  I felt  I needed  such  search- 
ing fellowship  more  than  formal  study,  and  so  I 
attended  Saturday’s  meetings  also.” 

Chuck  James  added:  “After  a full  day  of 

intense  concern  with  purposes,  resources,  atti- 
tudes, and  methods,  Saturday  evening’s  session 
reminded  me  that  sometimes  the  sidewise  glance 
sees  more  clearly  than  the  full  stare.  This  was 
demonstrated  as  we  received  a lift  of  the  heart 
by  showing  views  of  our  hobbies  and  ‘branch 
lines,’  which  sometimes  parallel,  sometimes  run 
widely  angular  to,  the  ‘main  line.’  These  valued 
glimpses  gave  me  a better  appreciation  of  both 
the  expanse  and  depth  of  life  as  we  see  our 
friends  experiencing  it.” 

“While  it  is  difficult  to  put  one’s  finger  on 
specific  knowledge  gained  from  the  seminar,  I do 
feel  that  my  awareness  of  the  needs  of  Meetings 
has  been  sharpened,”  indicated  Chuck  Ludwig. 
“A  useful  suggestion,  I feel,  was  that  of  ‘ask- 
ing the  blunt  question’  when  dealing  with  per- 
sons who  may  be  considering  membership,  or 
when  faced  with  other  problems  such  as  oral 
ministry  and  relationship  of  members  to  the 
Meeting.  . . . Future  meetings  of  this  type  should 
be  encouraged.” 

Members  of  the  host  Meeting,  University, 
under  the  direction  of  Christina  Taran  and  Alura 
Dodd,  provided  lunch  and  dinner  for  those  gath- 
ered. Young  Friends  from  Eastside  and  Univer- 
sity assisted  with  the  catering.  So  well  was  this 
done  that  it  served  as  no  small  means  of  support 
for  the  continuing  interaction  of  us  all. 

The  group  was  fortunate  to  have  a number  of 
wise,  experienced  Ministry  and  Counsel  mem- 
bers, such  as  Ben  Darling  and  Ruth  Schmoe,  in 
their  midst.  Ruth,  among  other  very  helpful  post- 
seminar comments,  offered:  “The  seminar  appar- 
ently served  the  very  much  needed  purpose  of 
educating  members  and  potential  members  of 
M & 0 committees  as  to  their  responsibilities, 
and  equally  if  not  more  important,  several  per- 
sons spoke  to  me  of  having  had  a real  religious 
experience  during  these  sessions.  Both,  I feel 
sure,  are  significant  and  worthwhile  as  prepara- 
tions for  M & 0 committee  membership.” 

The  purpose  of  the  sessions  reached  fruition, 
the  planning  committee  decided  at  their  follow- 
up meeting  in  February.  Intent  had  been  to  pro- 
vide for  “an  experience”  for  those  fortunate 
enough  to  attend.  Agenda  suggested  was  flexible 
and  no  systematic  recording  or  reporting  back 
was  attempted  during  the  sessions.  Having 
Madge  Seaver  bring  her  insight  and  inspiration 
from  outside  the  Quarter  proved  helpful  indeed. 
One  regret  expressed  by  several  was  that  we 
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needed  still  more  time  for  reflection,  discussion 
and  digging  more  deeply.  However,  is  not  such 
a feeling  itself  an  indication  that  significant 
questions  were  raised? 

Were  we  then  to  offer  a concluding  remark, 
it  might  be:  We  should  do  this  again.

The  College  Park  Friends  Educational  Asso- 
ciation is  happy  to  share  with  Friends  the  news' 
of  the  appointment  of  Harold  Blickenstaff  as 
principal-elect  of  John  Woolman  School.  A high 
school  teacher  of  long  experience,  Harold  has’ 
worked  with  the  American  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee in  high  school  and  college  programs,  both 
in  this  country  and  abroad;  he  was  for  two  years 
director  of  the  Friends  Secondary  Summer  School, 
and  has  long  been  involved  in  the  plans  and 
problems  of  John  Woolman  School. 

Harold’s  objectives  in  accepting  the  position 
of  principal  include  building  a staff  that  is  not 
only  strong  in  academic  background  and  teaching 
experience,  but  also  firmly  grounded  in  Friends’ 
beliefs  and  methods;  relating  the  school  more 
closely  to  the  community  of  Friends;  making  it 
easier  for  Friends  to  take  advantage  of  the 
school;  and  developing  students’  awareness  of 
social  problems  as  well  as  readiness  to  take 
social  responsibility. 

Until  June,  Harold  is  serving  as  part-time 
consultant  to  the  school;  at  that  time,  he  will 
assume  full  responsibility. 

The  relationship  of  the  Society  of  Friends  to 
John  Woolman  School  is  central  to  the  meaning 
and  purpose  of  the  school.  One  of  its  purposes 
is  to  provide  a sound  education,  of  both  the  mind 
and  the  spirit,  for  the  children  of  Friends.  From 
such  an  education  there  can  come  forth  Young 
Friends  well  prepared  to  lead  useful  and  ful- 
filled lives;  there  can  also  emerge  leadership 
for  the  concerns  of  Friends  in  years  to  come. 
Friends  families  and  Meetings  are  invited  to 
consider  sending  Young  Friends  to  John  Wool- 
man,  and  helping  in  their  support.  Information 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  the  school  at  Route 
1,  Box  J-26,  Nevada  City,  California. 

Recently  the  school  added  to  its  120  acres 
of  ranch  land  a 60-acre,  unimproved  plot  border- 
ing on  Jones  Bar  Road.  This  acquisition  will 
protect  the  school  property  from  undesirable 
developments  in  the  future,  and  allow  for  further 


expansion.  While  no  plans  have  yet  been  made 
for  the  use  of  this  land,  the  Association  hopes 
that  it  may  eventually  be  developed  in  ways 
useful  to  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  as  well  as  to 
the  school.

PLANS  FOR  YEARLY  MEETING

the  campus  of  St.  Mary’s  College,  a Catholic 
school  ten  miles  from  Oakland,  California. 
Representative  Committee  will  meet  late  on 
Saturday,  August  14,  and  Yearly  Meeting  ses- 
sions will  run  from  Sunday,  August  15,  through 
August  19. 

The  college,  near  the  town  of  Moraga,  has  a 
flat,  compact  campus,  Spanish  style  architec- 
ture, and  beautiful  landscaping.  Camping  will  be 
on  the  grounds,  in  a eucalyptus  grove  convenient 
to  the  buildings. 

Yearly  Meeting  will  have  the  use  of  three 
large  residence  halls,  in  which  most  rooms  are 
normally  occupied  by  two  students,  plus  parts  of 
other  buildings.

HOW  TO  BUILD  A MEETING  HOUSE.  Margaret  Simkin  (Los 
Angeles  Meeting)  recently  came  across  an  article  about  the 
20th  Street  Meeting  House  in  New  York  City.  "What  struck 
me  as  being  of  particular  interest  to  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
Friends  was  a quote  from  the  building  committee  that 
initiated  the  construction  150  years  ago.  Building  com- 
mittees today,  as  they  struggle  for  a proper  balance  of 
simplicity,  beauty  and  utility,  and  the  desire  to  satisfy  the 
tastes  of  all  Friends,  may  find  some  amusement  and  a con- 
siderable feeling  of  empathy  with  that  committee  of  long 
ago  which  commissioned  the  architect  to  produce  a structure 
‘exactly  suited  for  a Friends  Meeting,  entirely  plain,  neat 
and  chaste,  of  good  proportions,  but  avoiding  all  useless 
ornament,  so  much  so  as  not  to  wound  the  feelings  of  the 
most  sensitive  among  us.’”

FRIENDS  WORLD  COLLEGE.  In  order  to  "provide  an  ex- 
perience in  which  young  men  and  women  are  encouraged  to 
grow  in  intellectual  ability,  in  moral  and  spiritual  sensi- 
tivity, and  in  the  courage  to  act  upon  their  convictions,” 
New  York  Yearly  Meeting  is  establishing  a college  which 
will  offer  unique  opportunities  for  studying  world  problems 
on  a first-hand  basis.  Called  the  Friends  World  College,  it 
will  open  in  September,  1965  at  its  temporary  home  on  Long 
Island,  as  a four-year,  liberal  arts  institution. 

The  college  will  not  only  include  students  and  faculty 
from  many  of  the  world’s  regions  and  cultures,  but  also 
will  move  a portion  of  the  student  body  each  six  months  to 
a different  center  of  study  in  another  part  of  the  world, 
eventually  including,  it  is  hoped,  the  Soviet  Union  and 
China.  Service  projects  in  the  U.  S.  and  abroad  will  be 
emphasized. 

Dr.  Morris  Mitchell,  former  President  of  the  Putney 
Graduate  School  in  Vermont,  is  serving  as  Director  of 
Academic  Programming.  Earle  Reynolds  is  putting  together 
a Center  for  Peace  Study  and  Research,  which  will  be 
available  for  use  by  graduate  students  and  others  as  well. 

As  a supplement  to  the  regular  college  program,  study- 
tours  will  be  held  each  summer.  This  year  there  will  be 
three  eight-week  trips  for  groups  of  25,  one  to  Mexico,  one 
to  Sweden  and  Russia,  the  third  to  Egypt  and  East  Africa.
